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Rkubl Lettkks. — A Confederate mnit was 
recently captured near McMionyillc, and, as 
its contents give some idea of tba inner life of 
rebeldom, we copy a few of the letters. The 
first is intended for the columns of the Krjox- 
ville Register, but has strangely miscarried on 
the road : 

HEingcARTKtts Cavai rv Brioade, ) 
Moxtickllo, Ky., April 14, 1863. J 

Dkau Reoimter: Perhaps an inkling from 
the "dark and bloody ground'' would not be 
uninteresting, yet so much has been written 
from this brigade within the past tew days 
that I am almost ashamed to write. 

On the 8th iost. we left Kingston under the 
command of the gallant Rucker, with Major 
Phipp's battalion and other detachments of 
our brigade. The first day's march wa9 not 
fraught with anything of particular interest. 

A few miles from iVfontgoinery we met the 
brave and gallant Hosper, Lieut. Colonel ol 
the 1st Georgia Cavalry, who gave us some in- 
teresting news from the brigade. Near Wat- 
berg we met the chivalrous Scott and Xixon, 
the latter of whom was suffering severely from 
a wound in the hand received near Somerset. 
His actions were truly praiseworthy. A Fed- 
eral soldier caught his bridle and told him to 
surrender. He frankly remarked that "Scott's 
Lieut. Colonel never surrenders," at the same 
time drew his pistol and shot his antagonist; 
both firing the same instant, hence his wound. 
Cheer after cheer was given complimentary to 
Col. Scott and Lieut. Col. Nixon by the com- 
mand as it passed by those gentlemen. We 
also met Capt. Owens, who was suffering much 
from a severe wound he had received, lie was 
enduring hig wounds with heroic fortitude. 
He is a noble spirit. 

About 3 o'clock of the 9th, a heavy volley 
of musketry aroused the sleeping troopers from 
their slumbers; soon the entire command was 
in line of battle, only awaiting the anticipated 
foe. But they did not come — belonged to the 
bushwhacking corps. The promptness with 
which Major Phipps's command formed*in line 
of battle for the anticipated attack is enough 
to ertcit the applause of any observer, and re- 
flects much credit on the officers of the bat- 
talion. It is to be hoped that this command 
will soon be increased to a regiment. There 
are officers in it who merit promotion. Near 
Clear Kork the bushwhacking fraternity pre- 
pared themselves for a general engagement, 
seemingly. But the cautious Rucker was too 
sharp for the dastardly scoundrels. Dismount- 
ing Captains Lyons's and Jackson's compa- 
nies as skirmishers, and Capt. Day's as an ad- 
vance into the dangerous gorge, he soon put 
them to flight. One fellow was caught, who 
said that he was hunting cattlel Guess ho 
found em I 

We passed from thence into Kentucky with- 
out any further molestation. Houses and 
plantations along the entire route are mostly 
desolated, only a few relics of former industry 
and civilization remaining. Dead horses lay 
scattered along the road, tokens of some 
bloody strife or days gone by, whilst ravens 
flying through the" air uttering their mourn- 
ful croakings, mingled with the whistling 
winds of the trembling forests, reflected any- 
thing but a pleasant sensation on the minds of 
the passing soldiers. 

Saturday, the 11th, the fourth day's march, 
and we are in camp, surrouudedby huudreds of 
anxious soldiers asking for letters, registers, 
news from Dixie, kc, — all in a high state of 
enthusiasm and glee, which was truly gratify- 
ing to us. I met only two Southern families 
from the time we left the river at Kingston; 
and who was one of them but the mother of 
the gallant young Triplett, Adjutant ot Col- 
onel Rowan's regiment at Vicksburg. She 
asked tor news from Vicksburg, when J told 
her that I had bad Dews, as I hud seen a noti< « 
of the death of a soldier at that place by her 
name. It seemed to me (hat her heart would 
burst with grief. What a scene! An aged 
lady, who had passed through the troubles and 
sorrows of fifty years, trembling on the verge 
of the tomb, whilst down her aged-strickt u 
cheek stole the tear of affection tor an oulv 
son. Who knows the affection of a moth, i ? 
She said that her son was a lieutenant. This 
was enough. I told her that be was safr. 
What feelings of delight flit through her mind. 
She went on her way rejoicing "through the 
desert wild," to her mountain home, invoking 
Heaven's purest blessings and protection for 
our soldier boys. Long life, peace, and plen- 
ty to such noble women. 

We are now encamped in the beautiful val- 
ley of Monticello, where we have a superabun- 
dance of corn, hay, &c, for our horses; bacon 
and flour for our own consumption, having 
"run the gauntlet," as it is termed, in coming 
through the mountains. But every man was 
on the alert for the safety of his own sculp. 
You would have thought every soldier a pod, 
an artist, or an enthusiastic admirer of natural 
scenery, had you been with us, for I assure 
you the wood adjacent to the road was well 
scanned by all. 

This continued observation of towering 
cliffs, clusters of cedar, laurel groves, ivy 
thickets, concealing deep ravines, were not 
viewed so much from a sense of admiration as 
from that of personal security, for 

Behind those covering* lay 
The eoicmnV but dreaded /,.e 

'Tig said that "distance lends enchantment 
to the view ;" equally so does imagination lend 
fear to the mind when marching through such 
a country. We might be considered among 
our friends, who do everything in their power 
to make us comfortable. They are generous 
and kind. I Bhall speak more of this in my 
neit. Our brigade is in fine spirits and eagi'r 
for another campaign. You have long since 
received the full particulars of Gen. Pegram's 
raid, the casualties attending it, ii: t hanre I 
shall not allude to it. We have no anticipa- 
tion of an attack from the enemy. They say 
they don't care if we eat this country out. 

Our pickets and those of the enemy cross the 
river at Mill Spring, exchange newspape ?, 
dine with each other without quarrelling. 
Tbev are Wolford's boys. Their picket lires 
we in sight of each other. BIRD. 

P. S. Since writing the above, intelligence 
bag been received of the arrival of Burnsidc's 
troops, near Lexington, to the number of 20,- 
000. Some are scattered along tho Kentucky 
River throwing up immense fortificatii rja. 
Tbey must think the rebels will pay them an- 
other visit. BIRD. 

The next is from the same writer, directed 
also to the Editor of the Knoxville Whig, 
post-paid with two five-cent stamps, but with- 
out post-office mark. As this letter is marked 
"private" we would request Gen. Boyle's per- 
mission to send it to its destination by a ling 
of truce, but then Gen. Pegram would never 
know what a good opinion Bird had of him 
or hear the praises which are lavished upon 
the good conduct of his "cutthroats and out- 
Jaws;'' nor would Ashby be aware that he 
acted the fool by his rash resignation. So 
the Knoxville Register's Bird must sing to its 
cars through our columns: 

Headquarters Cavalry Brigade, ) 
Monticello, Ky., April 17, 1803 J 

(Private.) 

J. A. Sperry— Esteemed Friend: I send 
you through Col. Chenault, Post-Commander 
here, a short letter. So much has been writ- 
ten with reference to Gen. Pegram's raid that 
I am ashamed to mention it, to the public es- 
pecially. 

1 have seen no report of the engagement 
printed, only in Federal papers. They give a 
true version of the raid, with but a few ex- 
ceptions. Pegram had 18 men killed on the 
field; several have died since; near 200 men 
were captured; among the number a consid- 
erable sprinkle of commissioned officers. 

The disgraceful manner in which our soldiers 
acted whilst in Danville and other little towns, 
as well as on the road, is enough to disgrace u, i 
make odious the name of any command. The 
Cincinnati Commercial of the 9th very truthful- 
ly remarks that Gen. Pegram had rendered his 
na:„e more odious in four or five days inarch 
into the State of Kentucky than Morgan in 
all his raidi. Stores were rilled with impunity. 
Ladies w.ere taken from their horses so that 
jjae la/y scoundrels could get something to 
trade and traffic ip. ! do not mean to say 
that Gen. P. did thij. His command was (foil 
ty of it — hence the blame rests on bim. 

Black-hearted, cowardly speculators follow- 
ed in the train of our brigade, and so soon as 
a place was captured and danger was far off, 
thege money tnieves would be the first ones in 
the storehouses plundering. Too cowardly to 
fight, but not too njueh so to steal. 

Men known to be truly "w.vaA" in their 
feelings have been robbed of all their horses. 
Some of the best faruieis in this country are 
ploughing with cattle— have not got mules. 

Should this revolution close shortly, there 
will ever be a lasting animosity existing be- 
tween Kentuckians and Tennesseeans. 

U nless General Pegram enforces the strictest 
discipline henceforth, his command will prove 
themselves to be a band of cutthroats and out- 
laws. He is much admired, but he is too leni- 
ent. No one has anything against him but 
some aspiring Colonels. In fact there can be 
no objection found to him, only his want of 
discipline. Ashby acted the fool, and re- 
signed. He is too easily excited ; and too quirk 
and rash in a conclusion. He will rue his ac- 
tions. News from Abolitiondom report their 
defeat at Charleston, and the capture of Gen- 
eral Foster in North Carolina, also the evacu- 
ation of Vicksburg by Grant. They report 
the rebels pressing them at Murfreesboro. I ll 



write you shortly. We have no regular mail.

We have another letter from It. F. BowliDg, 
Chaplain of Terry's Texas Raneers, directed 
to W. G. Cowan, Esq., Shelbyville, Tenn , and 
sent from the R-jngers' camp near Alexandria, 
Tenn. His effusion is written on a leaf from 
some old ledger, on both sides and very small, 
but his lies are huge ones on all sides. It is 
dated April 17th, and he seemed lo think his 
officers were preparing to go into Kentucky, 
but he is not certain, for the "great men keep 
such things from "we little folks. By acom- 
putation of his lies, from the 12tb to 1 7th alt, 
the rebels had taken more prisoners and spoils 
than they have secured during the past year. 
The Chaplain is a correspondent of the Mobile 
Register, in which sheet we presume he exer- 
cises his Munchausen propensities to their full- 
est extent.

The 
owner is from Philadelphia. It was evidently 
bis intention to smuggle his stock through the 
lines to the Southern Confederacy.

entific world of Paris is very much occupied 
with the discovery of a new mode of lighting 
the streets, which is about to be tried in the 
pluce Saint Sulpice. If the experimeut suc- 
ceeds, an entire revolution in the system of 
lighting will be effected; for a single electric 
lamp is computed to give as much light as 
two thousaud two hundred jets of pa*. Mr. 
Joseph Van Malderan, the inventor of this 
new system, has also discovered a very simple 
method for the diffusion of electric light. It 
is in this that consists the novelty and merit 
of his system.

Igy-The Nashville Despatch, of Saturday, 
says: Misses Susie and Mary Elliot, daughters 
of Dr. Elliott, formerly of Nashville, were 
brought to the city under arrest on Thursday 
afternoon. T!:> — ladies had in their posses- 
sion a very large rebel mail, directed to parties 
at Naihville and cities North and West. From 
Miss Susie was taken a Federal officer's belt, 
which she stated belonged to a cousin of hers 
killed at Murfreesboro last winter. They 
went out from this city about the 24th of 
March. They were placed under guard. 

Flag Presentation. — A beautiful flag was 
presented by the ladies, on Saturday, to Hos- 
pital No. 10. The presentation address was 
delivered in an eloquent manner by Rev. Mr. 
Heywood, and responded to handsomely by 
the Surgeon in charge, after which several 
patriotic songs were sung by a choir of thir- 
teen young ladies, attired in red, white, and 
blue.

On motion of George Denny, Esq., the fol- 
lowing persons were appointed to draft reso- 
lutions expressive of the sentiments of this 
meeting, and to appoint delegates to a Con- 
vention to be held at London on the 5th day 
of May, to nominate a candidate for the Eighth 
Congressional District: 

Edward F. Denny, James Anderson, Wil- 
liam I.usk, R. A. Burton, Michael Ray, Josh 
ua Dunn, and C. J. Spillman. 

The committee reported the following reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved, That this meeting approves of the 
Convention to be held at London, on tho 6th 
day of May next, to nominate a Union candi- 
date for Congress in the Eighth Congressional 
District. 

Resolved, That we indorse the cours« pur- 
sued by our late representative, Hon. G. W. 
Dunlap, and recommend him as a suitable 
person for re-election, and instruct our dele- 
gates, hereinafter to he appointed, to cast the 
vote of Garrard county for him in Conven- 
tion. 

Resolved, That Ben Dunn, C. J. Spillman, 
7.. C. Merritt, Geo. Denny, Henry S. Burnam, 
E. M. Leavill, John Murphy, B. F. Pherigo, 
Alfred Burton, Alexander Lusk, W. A. Yau- 
lis, and all other Union men of Garrard coun- 
ty in favor of a vigorous prosecution of the 
war till the rebellion is put down, be appoint- 
ed delegates to the Convention at London. 

Retoltsd, That we will heartily indorse and 
support the nominee of said convention. 

Resolved, That we indorse the nominees for 
State officers made by the Convention at 
Louisville, on the 18th day of March last, and 
we will give them our warm and earnest sup- 
port. 

AJlerthe submission and adoption of the 
loregoing resolutions, Hon. Samuel Lusk offer- 
ed the following additional resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted, vii: 

Resolved, That the war lor the suppression 
of the rebellion must go on till the persons en- 
gaged in it shall unconditionally submit to 
the United States Government, and that we 
want no peace, except such as shall be based 
upon the preservation of the Union of all the 
States, and the Constitution as our fathers 
made it. 

Resolved, That we regard those persons who 
are embarrassing the Government by opposing 
all of its measures for the suppression of the 
rebellion, who are continually demanding 
peace, armistices, and compromises, as aiders 
and abettors of treason, and unfit to be trusted 
in these trying times of the republic. 

Resolved, That we most cordially approve 
of and indorse Order 38, issued by Maj. Gen. 
Burnside, for the more effectual suppression 
of treason, that we call upon him to see to its 
enforcement, and we hereby pledge to bim our 
co-operation to curry out its provisions; ,4 no 
fire in the rear,'' but let all the enemy be 
massed in front. 

Resolved, That we this day send words of 
greeting and kindly cheer to our brave sol- 
diers in the field ; that we thank them one and 
all for their protection of our flag, aud for 
their devotion to the cause it represents, and 
that whether we shall welcome them home 
again, or whether they shall die in the camp, 
or on the battle-field, we shall cherish their 
names and their memory with the deepest 
gratitude and everlasting remembrance.

Resolved, That although we may differ as 
to the policy of some of the measures of the 
Administration, this is no time for denounc- 
ing tbcm, as by that means we give aid ami 
comfort to the rebels in arms, and encourage 
demagogues at home to ride into office.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

The following question has often been pro- 
pounded to me, and has been the subject of 
much discussion in society: 

What is the issue of novel reading? 

It is, in my opinion, simply thi«, that by the 
reading of them we are led to reflect upon the 
various modes of writing and address, and we 
are unable to conceive of the different chan- 
■J* throngh which a thorough knowledge of 
all things are to be obtained, and teaches one 
how tho world may be sifted of all things not 
real, and perceives at once (when this is doncl 
the true slate of of the realities of life, and 
augments >he aspiration of the mind to dis- 
cern the difference between reality and fiction. 
And there is contained in novels of a good 
character the most refined language the world 
ever knew. Therefore it teaches one to love 
good language, good society, and refinement 
of taste. Moreover it oft depicts to the mind 
nature in its most beautiful form, and causes 
one to dwell with interest npon the wisdom 
of God in the construc'tisfci of all things, so as 
to render everything in nature's garb of ser- 
vice to the reflecting mind. For an instance, 
take the soldier's life for example; deprive 
him of the liberty of reading such books as his 
taste demands, and at once he becomes indo- 
lent; hut the impulse of his mind leads him to 
some employment, that he may assuage the 
sorrow and grief which arises when he has 
nothing real or fictitious to engage his 
attention. Then one becomes sensible of 
bis perilous condition, which distracts the 
mind, and frenzies the brain beyond en- 
durance. But let the soldier who sees his 
situation in this light have plenty of reading 
matter to solicit attention and interest, and he 
can bask in the sunshine ot love and admira- 
tion. He is taught by the consideration of 
the different subjects presented to him to ad- 
mire all things that are naturally beautiful, 
and to appreciate the rich productions of the 
best writers of our land. He can converse 
more fluently upon the various subjects that 
may be introduced as a theme of conversation. 
I am a soldier, have suffered many privations 
and undergono many hardships, sufficient to 
discourage the bravest of hearts, and, but for 
the reading of historical novels, and other 
good books, I should long since have despon- 
ded, and given way to disease, probably death. 
But, I thank God. that, notwithstanding the 
long siege of trials, and almost unendurable 
hardships, through which I have passed while 
struggling to save our beloved country from 
ruin and disgrace, I have been blessed con- 
tinually with something to read that could 
cheer my drooping spirits and encourage me 
to press on in the cause of my country, 
looking forward to that day when traitors 
shall be stricken from our land and treason 
buried in its own gore; the majesty of the 
Constitution of our fathers, and its laws he 
sustained against all its enemies, both North 
and South. Then, and not until then, can we 
like freemen rest secure at home by our win- 
ter firesides, and loll luxuriously (as if lord of 
all we survey ) beneath the umbrageous shades 
(in spring and summer) of those spreading 
shade trees familiar to our childhood and 
youth. M.

Bt^The Louisville Democrat of Sunday 
contains the following article: 

"Coppkbukaii" Pi.atfoiim. — Tbe Rock 
Island Argus, a Democratic daily paper that is 
never wrong, and consequently always exer- 
cises a large inrltience, raises the following 
copperhead platform, and we hope that all our 
people, copperheads and ali other?, will not 
only adopt it, but live up to it: 

"OUR COrPEUHBAD I'LATFIIHM. 

"1. In favor of prosecuting the war with 
the utmost vigor upon the rebels in arms 
against the government of the United States, 
until the rebellious States will negotiate for 
peace on terms by which the whole Union can 
be p'eserved. 

"2. When the times arrives, stop fighting 
and arrange for peace on that basis, giving the 
South full security that her rights, under the 
Constitution of the United States, shall be 
preserved. 

"3. In favor of maintaining the supremacy 
of the civil over the military power of the gov- 
ernment, outside of the immediate sphere of 
military operations in the field. 

"4. In favor of maintaining all the provi- 
sions of the Constitution of the United States, 
and of the Constitutions of the several States. 

"5. In favor of enforcing all the laws of the 
United States, and of the several States. 

"6. In favor of maintaining tree speech, a 
free press, free courts, and free elections. 

"7. In favor of maintaing the right to criti- 
cise any measure or act of the constituted 
authorities, and the right of the people to 
peaceably assemble to consult as to the public 
good, petition for redress of grievances. 

"8. Id favor of putting down the rebellion 
by bullets, and abolitionism by ballots. 

"9. Opposed to the abolition polices of the 
Administration, as tending to prolong the war, 
and hopelessly divide the Union. 

"10. Opposed to the dishonesty and extrava- 
gance of those in office under Abe Lincoln; 
opposed to the indolence and imbecile manage- 
ment of the war; opposed to Using our brave 
soldiers to protect officers and their friends in 
speculation and plunder; opposed to the reck- 
less partisanship of the Administration — and 
in favor of the Union, the Constitution, and 
enforcement of the Laws." 

Will any one point out any objection to this 
platform, embracing, as it does, the true prin- 
ciples of freedom and the means ofcarryiug 
on the war? II is upon this the Democracy of 
Illinois stand, and it is just where we stand 
to-day. The platform is good in spite of the 
name. 

Yes, neighbor, the platform it good in spite 
of the name, and we are not more surprised 
than delighted to receive your assurance that 
"it is just where you "stand to-day"; for it 
certainly is not by a great deal where you 
stood a few days ago, when you said with 
such defiant emphasis: 

We say no! not another dollar nor another 
man can they get with our consent. Ken 
tucky owes it to her oast declaration to take 
this position unequivocally. But this is sur- 
rendering to the rebellion they say. If it be 
so, then we shall have the consolation of 
knowing that the rebellion succeeded rather 
through our devotion to the great principles 
of constitutional freedom than because of our 
departure from the established limits of the 
government and a violation of all the enlight- 
ened dictates of humanity. 

Herein, as for that matter in all your other 
declarations on the point for the preceding 
month or so, you avowed yourself in favor of 
opposing "the nbolition policies of the Admin 
inration," if other modes of opposition should 
not prevail at once, by stopping the war and 
"surrendering to the reoellion." This is the 
position of the secession party of Kentucky. 
Furthermore, the position is in itself treasona- 
ble. Hence we denounce and oppose it." In 
the article above-quoted, however, you avow 
yourself in favor not merely of opposing "the 
abolition policies of the Administration" but 
at the same time "of prosecuting the war with 
the utmost vigor upon the rebels in arms 
against the government of the United States 
until the rebellious States will negotiate for 
peace on terms by which the whole Union 
can be preserved." This is the position of 
the Union party of Kentucky. Furthermore, 
the position is in itself patriotic and wise. 
Hence we approve and advocate it. And, 
neighbor, we assure you we hail with no little 
satisfaction your return to this position, if you 
indeed have returned in good faith to the po- 
sition, as we will not permit ourselves to doubt 
without further and especial reason; on the 
contrary, we shall hope rather that hencefor- 
ward your devotion to the position will be all 
the more strenuous on account of your tem- 
porary defection from it. 

We have said the position now endorsed by 
our neighbor is the position of the Union party 
of Kentucky. Our readers ore well aware of 
this; but, for the sake ot putting in a new 
light the complete identity of the platform of 
the Dnion men of Kentucky with the platform 
of the conservatives of the North, we beg here 
to reproduce the Resolutions adopted by the 
General Assembly ot Kentucky at the late 
session and re-adopted by the late Union State 
Convention: 

Retolved, That our institutions are assailed 
by an armed rebellion on one side which can 
only be met by the sword ; and on the other 
by unconstitutional acts of Congress, and 
startling usurpations of power by the Execu- 
tive, which we have seen by experiment can 
be corrected by the ballot-box. Policy, as well 
as principle, requires that Kentucky shall await 
the process of reform, which is slow but sure 
and refrain from all unlawful and unconstitu- 
tional acts which have already brought terrible 
calamities upon the country ; whilst we invoke 
the aid of all patriotic meu to avert the evils 
that threaten our free institutions. 

2. Retolved, That this General Assembly de- 
clares, as before it has oftentimes declared, that 
the State of Kentucky hath ever been, and is, 
loyal to the Government of the United States 
of America, and is determined to maintain 
that loyalty against both domestic and foreign 
foes. 

3. Rttolved, That this General Assembly 
recognizes a manifest difference between any 
administration of the government and the 
government itself. The one is transitory, 
limited in duration only to that period of time 
for which the officers elected by the people are 
charged with the conduct of the same; the 
other is permanent, intended by its founders 
to endure forever. 

4. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
now, in the exercise of its right to differ in 
opinion with the National Executive, enters 
its solemn protest against the proclama- 
tion of the President of the United States, 
dated 1st of January, 1863) by which he as- 
sumes to emancipate all slaves within certain 
States — holding the same to be unwise, un- 
constitutional, and void. 

5. Resolved, Tnat ibis General Assembly 
declares that the power which has recently 
been assumed by the President of the United 
States, whereby, under the guise ot military 
necessity, he has proclaimed and extended 
martial law over Slates where war did not 
exist, and has suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus, is unwarranted by the Constitution, 
and its tendency is to subordinate civil to 
military authsrity, and to subvert constitu- 
tional and free government. 

6. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
declines to accept the President's proposition 
for emancipation, as contained in his procla- 
mation of lDtb of May, 1802. 

7. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
deems it proper further to declare, that it, to- 
gether with all the loyal people of the State, 
would hail with pleasure and delight any man- 
ifestation of a desire On the part of the seceded 
States to return to their allegiance to the gov- 
ernment of the Union, and would, in such 
event, cordially and earnestly co-operate with 
them in the restoration of peace,' and the pro- 
curement of such guarantees as would give 
security to all their interests and rights. 

8. Resolved, That Kentucky will adhere to 
the Constitution and the Union as the best — it 
may be the last — hope of popular freedom; 
and for all wrongs which may have been com- 
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their late elections, and regard the same as the 
earnest of a good purpose on their part to co- 
operate with all other loyal citizens, give se- 
curity to the rights of every section, and main- 
tain tbe Union and the Constitution as they 
were ordained bv ihe founders ot the republic. 

10. Resolved, That, in the judgment of ibis 
General Assembly, a conveutioti should be 
called for the purpose of proposing such amend- 
ments to the Natioual Constitution as experi- 
ence has proved to be necessary to maintain 
that instrument in the spirit and meaning of 
its founders; and to that end we affirm and 
adopt the resolutions recommending a call for 
a convention of tbe United States, approved 
January 2j, 1861. 

11. Resolved, That the laws of this State 
must be maintained and enforced, and that it 
is the duty of the constituted authorities of 
the State to see to it that by all constitutional 
means this indispensable end shall be main- 
tained. 

Such is the platform of the Union party of 
Kentucky, containing within itself an express 
recognition of the justness of the position of 
the Democrats and conservatives of the North, 
of which the platform sketched by thp Rock 
Island Argus, and endorsed by our neighbor 
exhibits a fair statement. The platform of the 
Union party of Kentucky is thus the platform 
of the conservatives of the Union at large. It 
is the platform of the conservative party of the 
country. 

And, now, why should not Kentuckians of 
whatever political complexion stand on this 
platform or at least acquiesce in it? Why in 
this juncture should any Kentuckian oppose 
the Union party of Kentucky ? The platform, 
we know, is unacceptable to tbe Republicans 
amongst us, and likewise to the sympathizers 
with the rebellion ; but since the beginning of 
the war Kentucky has declared solemnly and 
repeatedly against both of these factions, and 
is there now, we earnestly ask, any reason so 
much as colorable why either should keep up a 
struggle Ibr tbe possession of power in tbe State ? 
There is certainly none. On the one hand, if the 
Administration men amongst us could acquire 
the mastery, Kentucky would be reduced to 
the condition of Missouri with appalling ag- 
gravations, while, on the other hand, if the 
secessionists amongst us could acquire the 
mastery, Kentucky would be reduced to the 
condition of Virginia with the like aggrava- 
tions; for, if Kenluckj should be once dragged 
into either extreme from the golden medium 
whereoD the Union party wisely planted and 
has faithfully sustained her, she would expe- 
rience a fate more wretched than that of any 
other State of simitar destiny, just in the pro 
I onion that her people are more divided and 
that hersituation is more exposed. Her safety 
and her peace aud her dignity as a State of the 
Union depend on the continued ascendency 
of the Union party within bar borders. This 
is manifest. 

Why, then, should the Republicans and the 
secessionists here endeavor to compass the de- 
feat of the Union party '' Why should they 
seek to sow discord and distraction in the 
Union ranks? It is charitable to presume 
that either of these factions hates the other 
more than either hates the Union party; yet 
if they now strive for power the sole effect of 
the striving of either must be to promote the 
success of the other at the cost ot the Union 
party. Nothing can be plainer. Then, why 
should either now strive for power? To be 
sure, neither, as we have said, agrees with the 
Union party, but this is not more true at 
present than it has been ever since the war 
began; for, be it remembered, the Union par- 
ty of Kentucky, which held Kentucky in the 
Union and has controlled her course up to the 
present moment, has been opposed directly 
or indirectly at every step by the secessionists 
and the Republicans of the State. The Union 
party of Kentucky has triumphed always in 
spite of both of these factions. And fortunate 
indeed has been the triumph. If either had 
acquired in the councilsof Kentucky a eontrol 
ling influence at any lime in the post, Kentuc ky 
would not be now the proud and thriving Com 
monwealth that she is; nor, if either should 
acquire a controlling influence hereafter, 
would she be able to maintain her prosperity 
unbroken or her renown untarnished. The 
triumph of the one or of the other woul 
knell the death of the Kentucky we all cher- 
ish and revere. No well-informed and candid 
man will deny this. It is the Union party of 
Kentucky alone, the Union party in defiance 
alike of the Republicans and of the secession 
ists amongst u^ that has thus far guided and 
protected Kentucky; and it is the Union party 
alone that can preserve and augment the bless- 
ings it alone has woa for her. In the name 
everything that Kentuckians hold most dear, 
then, why, we again ask, should any Ken 
tuckian now oppose the Union party of Ken 
tucky? There is no reason of so much as a 
feather's weight. 

In medio litlissimus ibis is a maxim sane 
tioned by the experience of ages, and the 
Union party of Kentucky, which ihrougb a 
resolute and enlightened adherence to this 
maxim has saved the Commonwealth from in- 
famy and from ruin, is the only party in her 
borders that is either able or willing to pur- 
sue tbe course of safety and of honor which 
she has trodden heretofore, and in which she 
now stands, crowned with the gratitude and 
admiration of tbe country. Is this a time 
when any honorable Kentuckian would desire 
Kentucky to abandon her middle course, mid 
die as respects the extremes of secession and 
abolition not as respects the Union and its en- 
emies, and to plunge into the devious ways 
that on either side lead downward to destruc 
lion and dishonor? Is this a time, "we beg 
to know, when any high-mioded son of Ken- 
tucky, no matter what may be his indi- 
vidual proclivities in the contest, would coul 
sel her to leave the high and solid ground on 
which she moves securely and proudly, to 
tread the quagmire of secession or of aboli 
tion? Is this a time for Kentucky to discard 
her own chosen and approved policy, in favor 
of either of the extremes which have fiercely 
solicited her favor from the outset, but which 
she has resisted with a firmness and wisdom 
that have excited the applause of the world 
Surely, surely it is not. And surely there is 
no Kentuckian worthy of the name who will 
obstinately persevere in urging Kentucky 
toward such a course. 

Let, therefore, Kentuckians of whatever 
political complexion stand on the Union plat- 
form or at least acquiesce in it. Let no Ken- 
tuckian in this juncture oppose the Union 
party of Kentucky. Let the secessionists and 
the Republicans amongst us equally lay their 
schemes of power as a sacrifice upon the altar 
of the peace and dignity and welfare of the 
Commonwealth. It is but a slight sacrifice to 
Hy upon such an altar. Let it be offered. 
Let us in this critical period have unity and 
harmony on the basis of the Union platform. 
It is a wise and just basis; and we can have 
unity and harmony on no other. 



USyin the present condition of our coun- 
try, the man who would not vote men and 
money to prostcute the war against rebellion is 
so obviously a rebel and traitor that it is 
almost useless to argue the point/ Even 
Vallandigham admits thi3. Jeff Davis and his 
traitorous companions would destroy our ar- 
mies with cannon and guns, while those who 
propose the refusal of further aid to our soldiers 
would annihilate them by starvation or com- 
pel them to disband in the face of the foe, and 
submit to a partition of the territory of the 
Union. Jeff Davis and his confederate trai- 
tors would destroy this covernment by their 
might and power, while those who refuse fur- 
ther aid to its armies would destroy it by ma- 
king it so weak as to offer no resistance to the 
rebels.

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■I Lit duty cannot b« evaded by those in »*• 
hortty, and the duty of the loyal citizen Is nut 
auUgonistical but is in accord with thai ol 
the government. The government, or the pel - 
sons exercising the functions of govern- 
ment, cannot excuse themselves for not sup- 
pressing the rebellion because of a difference 
oT opinion as to the means of accomplishing the 
end . nor can the citizen oppose its suppression 
because he does not like the mode of conduct- 
ing the war. When a man refuses aid to 
suppress a rebellion he becomes a rebel and a 
traitor. He knows, if he is not a fool, that 
his conduct must aid the rebellion, and, if fol- 
lowed out, will inevitably secure it3 success. 
As he knows snch a consequence must ensue, 
he should be held and accounted a traitor, and 
a meaner and more despicable traitor than 
those in arms. 

That men have a right to differ about the 
mode of conducting this war is an obvious 
proposition, and no one has differed 
more widely with the authorities than we 
have, but that right, like all others, may be 
abused and in its exercise lead to rebellion. It 

is the ,,i of this right that has made so 

many traitors, and those who would now re- 
fuse men and money are but abusing that 
right. They would destroy the govern- 
ment because of the President's procla- 
mation. What better are they than Jeff Davis 
who opposed and would destroy the govern- 
ment because of Mr. Lincoln's election? If 
the President should withdraw his obnoxious 
proclamation, these persons who have gone 
into open or covert treason would find some- 
thing else as a pretext for objection; some 
General would be distasteful to them; some 
territory should be invaded and some soil 
held sacred, or some campaign would be 
badly managed. They have made up their 
minds that the infamous tyranny of the 
Confederacy is as good as our glorious 
old government. Like the Democrat ol 
recent date, they are dreaming of two re- 
publics, and as hopeful of one as the other. 
Those who think as badly of their own gov- 
ernment as of the Southern Confederacy 
ought to live in neither. Certainly it is a 
great stretch of impudence for them to ask 
the protection of the Union authorities, when 
they are refusing them all assistance.

Hogsheads," "Three Best Hogsheads," and 
"Manufacturing." 

2d. The tobacco should be sent forward as 
early in May as possible 

3d. Each hogshead to weigh not less than 
900 pounds, and should not weigh more than 
1,400 pounds net. 

4th. The cask should be substantial, well 
hooped, and of thoroughly seasoned timber. 

th. The classes for "five best" and "three 
best hogsheads" are open to Tennessee, Illi- 
nois, and Indiana. All the other classes are 
confined to the growth of Kentucky. 

Cih. No hogshead can take more than one 
premium; the "best prized" class, however, is 
an exception to this rule ; this class is intended 
as a sweepstake, and of course is open to every 
Kentucky hogshead on exhibition. 

7th. None other than the growth of 1862 
can compete for these premiums. 

Although the high price of tobacco has 
caused much of the produce of last year to be 
sent to market, yet there will be a very fine 
display on this occasion, and we anticipate 
that the spring exhibit of 1863 will be the 
most interesting of the series arrayed by the 
State Agricultural Society.

It forbears to speak of his extraor- 
dinary assumption in strong terms, feeling 
confident that the Cabinet at Washington will 
hasten to disown such an act. 

Layard said in the Honse of Commons that 
the matter was being considered by the Gov- 
ernment, but no communication has been made 
to Adams. 

The Times denounces the seizure of the 
Dolphin as worse than that of the Peterhoff, 
and says America relies on the reluctance of 
England to engage in hostilities. 

It is reported that Napoleon is greatly of- 
fended at the facilities given by Adams for the 
conveyance of arms, &c , to the Mexicans. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times says 
it is thought the time is not far distant when 
Fiance and England will be compelled to 
assume another attitude towards America. 

Increasing apprehensions are felt in Paris 
on the Polish question. It is believed that the 
r«ply from Russia to the notes of the three 
powers will be unfavorable. Napoleon will 
nut hesitate to draw the sword.

Interesting News irom Europe, 



New York, May 4. 
The Times has very full reports from three 
of its army correspondents, who atrived from 
the field, of the great battles of Saturday and 
Sunday. 

They were among the hottest and most 
mportant of the war. On Friday we 
suffered considerably. The 11th array 
orps, under General Howard, behav- 
ing badly and losing an important part 
of our position. The battle did not close un- 
til, near midnight. During the night Gen. 
Hooker changed his lines and reinforced his 
army, and was ready for battle next day. 

The tight began at five o'clock and lasted 

i hours. At the end of that time General 
Hooker held a very strong position and felt 
perfectly safe. His right rests on the Rapidan, 
at Elias Ford, and his left on the Rappahan- 
nock. • 

The losses have been very heavy on both 
sides. The result thns far is not decisive, but 
t is believed the rebels can only save them- 
selves by retreating. 

N»w York, May 4, 3.30 P. M. 

Various rumors are afloat to-day that Hook- 
er's right wing had suffered severely on Sun- 
day. In the absence of anything otticial from 
Washington, and owing to the rigid exclusion 
of all despatches from that point by the cen- 
sorship, considerable credence ia gained for 
sensational stories, Imt no reports of the disas- 
ter are credited. 

It is stated that the President has received 
despatches from G«n. Hooker, saying that he 
has severed the rebel communication between" 
Bowling Green anil Hanover C. H.; that Slo- 
cum has captured one thousand five hundred 
rebels, after crossing above Falmouth; that 
our communication with General Stoneman 
has been cut off by rebel guerillas, but will 
soon be reinstated, and that he ( Hooker) hopes 
to capture all the rebels north of the Paniunky 
river. 

All the news thus far is encouraging. 

There is a rumor afloat here that eight thou- 
sand rebels have been captuied, but it is 
not from a reliable source. 

The Cairo correspondent of the Times states 
that the movement to cut off rebel communi- 
ation down the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, 
and another in Central Mississippi, by which 
all railroads connect with Vicksburg, would 
be successful. 

The Mobile Telegraph of the 24th, on half a 
sheet, is received. A monster gunboat has 
been completed at Montgomery, nnd will soon 
leave for Mobile to be plated and armed. 

A schooner arrived from Port Royal, nnd 
reports that she was boarded off Moirill Inlet 
by a boat from the Monticello, who reported 
that Lieut. Brane on that day entered that 
inlet and destroyed two large warehouses filled 
withcottou; also two large schooners fillea 
with cargoes of boots, shoes, Ac, for the rebels. 

The Times priDts the following, dated two 
miles below Fredericksburg, Sunday morn- 
ng, 8>a o'clock: Bartlett's brigade of New- 
ton's division, consisting of the 121st New 
York, 16th New York, 27th and 5th Maine, 
andiMith Pennsylvania, are charging upon the 
rebel battery in front of the Bunnell House, 
led by the 96tn Pennsylvania. It has fired 
with considerable precision, annoying us to a 
considerable extent. 

Fredericksburg is occupied by the troops of 
Corcoran's old brigade and the troops of New- 
ton's division. 

After a temporary lull, musket firing has 
again commenced. We are losing some men. 
Tbe artillery on both sides has again opened, 
and is firing rapidly. Our troops are well pro- 
tected behind tbe right side of the Richmond 
road. 

9.20 A. M.— Our batteries on the left have 
hanged position, and are doing better exe- 
cution. 

9.30 A. M. — A pontoon bridge has been 
thrown across the Rappahannock at Freder- 
icksburg, and persons are passing to and fro. 
The rebels have removed their guns from the 
earthworks above Fredericksburg. Our guns 
on this side are throwing occasional shots. 

St. Long, May 4. 

The Olathe (Kansas) correspondent of the 
Democrat says that an expedition is fitting out 
at Fort Scott for Texas, known as General 
Blunt s army, and is composed of Kansas and 
Nebraska volunteers, one regiment from Col- 
orado, and 5,000 Indians. Every effort is 
being made to start the expedition by tbe 10th 
of May. 

The Springfield (Mo.) correspondent of the 
Democrat says that the force at Fayetteville, 
Arkansas, consisting of the 1st Arkansas in- 
fantry and the 1st Arkansas cavalry, has been 
ordered to Springfield. 

The despatch last night announcing the ar- 
rival of Vandever and McNeil's forces at Cape 
Girardeau was a mistake. Gen. Curtis to-day 
received^advices from Vandever stating that 
the pursuit of Marmuduke terminated at Cbalk 
Bluff, near the Arkansas line, on Saturday. 
Severe skirmishing was carried on during the 
pursuit, and at the final crossing of St Francis 
river, the enemy was badly punished. Our 
total loss is about twenty-five, that of the 
rebels much greater. McNeil's horse was shot 
under him. Our troops marched two hundred 
and forty miles. 

M L'RFRKESRORO, May 4. 
Rebel reports represent Dodge as having ad- 
vanced eleven miles east of Tuscumbia and 
meeting Forrest. Fighting was reported go- 
ing on the 29th. 

Dodge was in possession of Courtland on 
the 25th. 

Jackson despatches of the 29th represent 
Grant at Union Church, on the Natchez and 
Hazelhurst road. 
Light boats are now moving up the Yazoo. 
A train of transports had reached Hazel- 
hurst, and it was evident that the enemy in- 
tended moving on Natchez. 

Banks had taken Alexandria, but says that 
it is impossible for him to get into Moon Lake 
until the river rises. 

A Jackson despatch, dated 9 o'clook on the 
29th, says communication with Grand Gulf 
has been re-established. After six hours fight- 
ing thegunboaU withdrew. They fired about 
3,000 shots, temporarily disabling ono gun. 
Our loss was three killed and twelve wound- 
ed. Col. Wade, of the artillery, was killed. 
Two gunboats were apparently disabled. 
Damage unknown. The gunboats lie three 
miles below, on the Louisiana Bhore. 

The enemy engaged a large body at Hard 
Times, five miles above Grand Gulf. 

Six gunboats, with two transports, passed 
Grand Gulf on the 29th. 

The enemy were on the Louisiana shore, 
below Mobile, on tbe 30th. 

Official information says the sloop-of-war 
Preble wes destroyed by fire on tbe 28th, off 
Pensacola. She was a total loss. 

Richmond, April 29th. — Information has 
been received that the Yankees have crossed 
the Rappahannock near Fredericksburg. Pas- 
sengers report skirmishing this morning. 

Cleveland, O., May 4, 
At the meeting of the National Typographi- 
cal Union, held here to-day, the following of- 
ficers were elected: President, Eugene Val- 
lette, of Philadelphia; First Vice-President 
George McLnken, of St. Louis; Second Vice- 
President, J.A. Spenan, of Cleveland; Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, Thomas J. Walsh, of 
New York; Corresponding Secretary, W. F 
Moore, of Detroit. 

Boston, May 4. 
Cyrus W. Field addressed the merchants 
and citizens of Boston, at the Board of Trade 
rooms, this afternoon, on the subject of the 
Atlantic cable. The attendance was large, 
and a committee of nine, consisting of some 
of our leading bankers and merchants was 
appointed. 

Nashville, May 4 
Twenty rebel citizens leave for the mouth 
of the Ohio to-morrow morning. Large num 
bers of citizens are daily subscribing to the 
oath of allegiance. The time allowing them 
to do so expires on the 8th inst.

As we publish elsewhere in the Jour- 
nal of this morning the series of Legislative 
Resolutions which constitutes the body of tbe 
Union platform, we, for the sake of putting 
the complete platform in the hands of such of 
our readers as may wish to obtain it, here 
give the concluding portion of the platform: 

Resolved, That the present causeless and 
wicked rebellion should be crushed by the 
whole power of the Federal Government, and 
the national authority restored over all the re- 
volted States; and we are in favor of devoting 
our whole resources, if necessary, to the ac- 
complishment of that object. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the inter- 
vention or mediation of any foreign powers 
in our present troubles, preferring to settle our 
own difficulties in our own way; and all 
iropositions to that effect which may be made 
jy any foreign State or nation ought to be 
respectfully but unequivocally declined by our 
Government. 

Resolved, That the people of Kentucky have 
suffered every insult and injury at the hands 
of the so-called Southern Confederacy, and 
are stimulated by every motive of interest and 
honor to oppose and overthrow it. This Con- 
federacy has sought, and now seeks to break 
up this Union, forever dear and necessary to 
them; and when, by their oft-repeated decis- 
ion, they refused to join in the work of treas- 
on, infamy, and ruin, it trampled down their 
.State Constitution, and put up a weak and 
usurping Governor over them, and placed pre- 
tended Senators and Congressmen iu its con- 
clave at Richmond, assuming to speak their 
voice; it invaded their State with armies and 
sought to conquer and carry them away from 
a Union they revered to one they detested; it 
ravaged, by bands of marauders (not soldiers), 
their fields time and again, robbed them of 
their public revenues and private property, de- 
stroyed their public records, burned their 
towns and houses, carried away their 
non-combatant citizens into long and 
loathsome imprisonment, where many 
still languish, murdered many of them, 
sometimes in their own houses and iu 
the presence of their families, and sometimes 
by cruel and infamous deaths, extending these 
atrocities even to women and children, thus 
setting at defiance all the laws of civilized war- 
fare; and these efforts have continued and 
increased with the increasing aversion of the 
people of Kentucky toward all its wicked de- 
signs, and threaten to break with fresh force 
upon that State and people; that therefore the 
people of Kentucky can never cease their ef- 
forts for their own protection, the condign 
punishment of the authors of these wrongs, 
and the complete overthrow of the rebel Con- 
federacy; and all citizeus of Kentucky (if any 
there be) who refuse to support their State 
and fellow-citizens against such unprovoked 
wrongs and cruelties, or profess to sympathize 
with such enemies, are false to their allegiance 
to friends, neighbors, State, and nation; that 
nevertheless of one thing the people of the 
revolted and the loyal States and of the world 
may rest assured. Kentucky "will submit to 
such a despotism when she has no power to re- 
sist it." 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the Federal 
and State Governments to take timely and 
energetic steps for the defence of the soil of 
Kentucky against invasion, and her people 
from further plunder and ruin by rebel raids, 
and we earnestly invoke their attention to the 
subject, atthe same time calling upon all the 
citizens of the State to second every effort in 
this behalf. 

Resolved, That our thanks are due, and are 
hereby tendered to, our gallant soldiers in the 
field for the brave and devoted manner in 
which they have hitherto upheld the ancient 
renown of Kentucky, and hid them God speed 
in the noble work of defending tbe honor of 
our flag and preserving the Constitution and 
Union, assuring them of our cordial support, 
united and unfaltering support, and the praise 
of a grateful country; that we feel also the 
profoundest veneration for the memory of the 
brave Kentuckians who have fallen in the 
great struggle for the Union, and the deepest 
sympathy for their surviving relatives, whose 
just claims upon the country are hereby grate- 
fully recognized.

In.2, he wis arreate,! and entered 
into a recognisance to appear in the Muhloiiburg 
County Court ou tho Aral day of in next June term. 
At that term ho failed in appear, and hi* recognizance 
wa* declared lorfeited, aud, aa the record stale., the 

Tl was continued "on thd motion of tho d-f. n.luut 
lis attorney." At the July term, the dof.-uilaiit 
again tailed to appear, and, us the record elates, B. E. 
nttmau, aa his attorney, and Richard Chandler, aa 
hla agent, raovod for a continuance upon the ground, 
sustained by allldavita, that doleti<.]aut was theu, and 
(or more thau six months had Deeu, a Soldier in the 
army of tho United States, and was theu In the hit 
viee of said army and absent from aaid eounly. Hut 
the motion was overruled, aud upon a trial the jury 
found tho de'eudaut guilty, and the court, lu accord- 
ance with the verdict, adjudged that be be charged 
with the anulial sum of $25 duriug the next eleven 
years, aud that he ihould execute bond, with surety, 
therefor, on or befru-u the second day of that term. 
The defendant failifl to execute aaid Imnd, aud tho 
court afterwards ordered that he be committed to jail 
uutil he should execute such loud or pay the money 
or be discharged as an insolvent debtor — to reverse 
which thla appeel waa prosecuted. 
Opinion of the Court by llnllitt, J. : 

1. It I. conteuded thin the Oouuty Cs)urt, upon de- 
fendant falling toappear, had uo authority to do any- 
thing more than to to tnke proceedings for enforcing 
a forfeiture of tbo recognisance ; and that a new war- 
rant aud arrest were necessary to authorise a judg- 
ment against him for the support of the child. \Nn 
are of a different opinion. It was his duty to appear 
aa he had bound hnnsolf to do, and he Could not, by 
failing lo appear, deprive the ocurt of Its jurisdiction 
over the ease. This Is not a criminal but a civil pro- 
ceeding, the chief olyect of whloh is the beuetlt of the 
mother audthechild. .Scbotiler va Commonweal! Ii, 
Lett. Sel. onsosyl ; Hamilton vs same, 3 Mou. 214 ; Btir- 
geu vs Straughan, 7 J. J., Mar. 5, 5at-<6). Nelthcrof 
them oan have any benebt from a forfeiture of tbo 
recoguisuhoe; and if the defeudant, t,y failing to ap- 
pear, uau deprive the Court of Its juri-dictiou over the 
case, neither the mother or ehlld can have any benefit 
whatever from the proceeding, but a new proceeding 
must be instituted. True, final relief cannot be given, 
unless tho defendant ahull appear or Ik- arrested ; bill 
hi our opinion, if hia presence had beeu deemed 
uoce-nary a. authorl-AO a trial, the Legislature 
would, aa In erluilnal eaeea, have authorized 
prorese So eompel bis appearance, upon hla fall- 
ing Ly appear In compliance ulth liis recognizance. 
Arointing to our view, tho ciurt m ly give reliof in 
such cases by trial and judgment ugalnat the deleud- 
ant upon his failure to appeer, and by an sttarbnieut 
to oottipel performance ot the Jodgment. Hut accxird- 
Ing te> the view urged by appellant s counsel, a de- 
fendant lu a bastardy csiso may forever prevmt the 
giving of any relief to the mother and child, booumo 
as often aa lie Is arrested be may giro a recogniKauoe 
in tbe sum of £100 to appear aud theu onu end the p.o- 
eeedlng by fallfug'to aptM-ur. Finally, It must lai re- 
piembered, that, though the framera of the Revised 
Statutes adopted most of the pro\ islons of tin- |.,u ■ 
tardy act of ITIIj (I, 8. L., 2M\ they omitted the fol- 
lowing provision contained In that act : "And on tho 
person so charged with being the father of any bas- 
tard oliiid appearing In court, such oourt shall pro. 
ceMtohear and deiermlne the charge against such 
person. ' In vluw of that omission, ami the other 
considerations above moutioned, we are clearly of tbe 
opiuion that, under the Revised Statutes, oh. rt, au 
appearance Is not neoessary to autborUe a trial of a 
baziuirdy ease. 

2. It la contended that the appellant is not h 1 1 i .j ,-. t 
to tbe liabilities Imposed by said statute, because he ta 
an Infitnt. Awarding to the evidence be was in the 
lylh year of his age when the child waa begot. It la 
not contended that be was liioapatde of begetting a 
child, but It la Insisted that tbe statute, though gou- 
eral in its forms, only applies to adult fathers. No 
authority la cited In support of thla position; nor do 
we peroelve any reason for excepting acts of this char, 
enter Irotu the operalbai of the general rule of law, 
wblob bolda infunle liable, ltko adults, for their lor- 
tonus acts. 

3. It Is contondtvl that the appellant was entitled to 
a contlnuanro bocMuao he was asotdler in the army of 
tbe United States, theu in the service, and alstent 
Ironi tho county. 

In onr opinion ho was not entitled to a continu- 
ance by virtue of the act entitled "An act for the ben- 
efit of soldiers in the armies of the Statsof Kentucky 
and the Cnlted States," approved March 11, l*M 
(acts of regularsossl n, 1|V»!, p 61)1, for two reasons, 
lat. That aet on y applies to "easea of prosecutions 
lor crimes and misdemeanors," and this, aa we bavo 
shown, Is not such a ease, but is lu the nature of a 
civil proceeding. 2d. Teat act only entitles tho de- 
fendant to a oontiunaucH when he has volunteered 
and entered the military service sluce tho comuicuce* 
mellt of the procee ings, whilst tho evldenrss slioisa 
that the appellant entered thu service betore tbe coba- 
meucemout of thla proceeding. 

Nor was he entitled to a oontlnuance b; vltjtue of 
tbe act entitled "Au act to regulate proceedings In 
civil oases," approved Mareb tv, Lie? tacts of regular 
session, Ifbl.p. 071. because that a'.t only applb,s to 
''actlone, either by ordinary &r cunltalde proceed- 
ings," nn I thla was not suet; tvn aetlou. To aacertain 
what was an action by ordinary or tsiuitablo priw^md- 
togs, when this act wa,s passed, we must look to the 
Oiale of Practice. The prslituinary provisions of the 
Ooile contains these provisions: 

''Sec. 2. Rdmedtea In civil eases In tbe courts of this 
tltsito are divided Into two wlasscs. 1. Autlous. 2. 
slljoch.ll txroceedings. 

''See 3. a civil action fa an ordluury proceeding in 
t> court ofjtlstloe by one ptrly agalust another, for 
the enforcement or proteellon of a private right, or 
the redress or prevention of a private wrong. Ii m »y 
also be broiigbt for the recovery ol a penalty «. u 
forfvlluro. 

"See. 4. Every other romedy in a civil oaso Isuepe 
cial procisjdlug." 

Tittle 1, section 3, declares that "the procef^iianrs In 
n ctvtl action may be of two kinds, 1st ordiasv v, 2d 
e'luitable," aud ch. 4, suction 28 gives jurlatfetfiou to 
the oouuty court In certain "civil proceet\4j.g/.i," in- 
cluding eases of bastardy. 

('nder these provisions of the code, live oa/e under 
consideration is a special proceeding untl not aa ac- 
tion. It is clear that the liability iotpusoiilfy tint Re. 
vised Statutes upon the father ol a svistal d child is not 
a forfeiture ; nor is It a penally us was decided in the 
cases cited above. Tbe right ehl, h it Poolers ou the 
county oourt* to compel tho lather to lateep, maintain, 
aud educate tile child, ia not, iu our on'.niou, a privato 
right within the uiua^lng of tbe code,; if it is, itisa 
right of the child, and not of the C/.mmonwealtb, in 
the name of isbich tbo proceeding Is carried on, nor 
of tbe mother at whosu Instance It is prosecuted, and 
without whose consiut it cannot be instituted. So 
ibat, at any rato, it la not "a proceeding by oue party 
against another for the enforcement of a private right. 

4. But lu our opinion tbe oourt below erred lu tail- 
ing to uppolut a guardian ad l.u-«. tor the apisdlant. 
Though an infant may be held liable umbo I ho bas- 
tardy act, be must first be found guilty aud it entitled 
to tbe sauis protection with reference to the trial of 
tho question as in other civil cases. He cannot appoint 
au age-nt or attorney. He must be defended byae'uar- 
diau ud litem. 

V The Court below nlao erred In permitting tho 
mother to testify that the defendunt had promised to 
marry her, though tbe Court "lu overruling the ob- 
jection to the 0,'aestion, told the jury that the answer 
was admlssable, but not lor tho purpose of Increasing 
the damages against the defendant. If it h-d tseen 
adiulssable for any purpose the jury should have Isfeu 
told what tbe purpoec waa. but iu our opinion it waa 
not adiulssable for any purpose. The child was equally 
a bastard whether it was begot with or without a 
promise of marriage And the evidence of tbe prom- 
ise may have prejudiced the minds of tbe jury and 
causod them to Increase thu sum witb which they 
charged tho dofendaut, although they were t ,ld, that 
tbe evidence was ni tadmlssablu for that purpoec. 

The judgment is rtverned for a new trial aud other 
proceedings not inconsistent witb this opiuiou.

The temporary loan haa now reached 
000,000, the limit fixed by the act authori/.ing 
it being $100,000,000. 

The two dollar notes of the United States 
Government altered to fifty dollars, and ten 
dollar notes altered to one hundred dollarx, are 
in circulation. The alteration is done in so 
bungling a manner that it can easily be detect- 
ed upon inspection. 

It is said that the preparations for the attack 
on Charleston cost one hundred and fifty mil- 
lion dollars. The fight lasted but half an 
hour, or at the rate of five million dollars per 
minute. 

The value of property liable to confiscation 
in the District ol Columbia is estimated at seven 
millions of dollars. 

The washerwomen of Macon, Georgia, are 
on a strike, denouncing those who do not join 
as "rats." 

Bishop Otey, Episcopal Bishop of Tennessee, 
died in Memphis on the 23d of April.

Niw York, May 4. 
TheTimes correspondence, dated on the bat- 
tle-field, near Chancellorville, on May 1st, at 
10 P. M., states that the 2d army corps took a 
position the night previous on the left, and the 
3d corps reached the front about noon. The 
position there occupied is thus described. 

We hold tho Gordonsville road securely, and 
also a country road leading to Spottsyivania 
C. H., and another road four miles in the rear 
of that. The enemy's flank is thus danger- 
ously exposed, and if they fight it must be in 
the open field. 

A despatch was captured yesterday from 
Gen. Lee to tut engineer officer, dated the 2!>th. 
Leo says he is much surprised at this move- 
ment, and he had not anticipated it, and was 
not prepared to give instructions. About 
noon a movement was made to endeavor to 
bring out the enemy, and compel him to de- 
velop his strength. Our men entered the 
field with much enthusiasm. Only one regi- 
mt-al of cavalry at first charged on the rebel 
infantry. The latter driving them back re- 
peatedly, when a small force of infantry sup- 
ported by cavalry checked the rebels. 

One division under Sykes and a rebel divi- 
sion under Anderson then became engaged. 
Our troops drove the rebels from two ridges 
parallel with the Rappahannock, gaiuiug 
a mile and fifty prisoners, when Hooker or- 
dered them to retire, not wishing to bring on 
a general engagement. The rein-Is mistook 
our retirement for a check and followed rapid- 
ly. On the top of the first ridge the rebels 
baited a moment and gave a yell, then came 
down on the'.double-quick, but were met by 
Sykes ' division of Regulars who poured in a 
terrible fire of artillery at short range. The 
contest lasted three quarters ot an nour and 
extended across the roads. 

There were 22 of our guns which shelled 
the woods effectually, and the rebels ignomia- 
iously retired. ■ 

During the afternoon the rebels made sev- 
eral attempts on our line, Lut were lepttlsed. 
At 6.30 P. M , they made a desperate charge 
to capture our battery commandtug the plank 
road to Fredericksburg, but were handsomely 
repulsed by Geary, assisted by Knapp's and 
Hampton's batteries, who doubk-jhutted their 
guns witb grape aud cannister. 

During tne night both ours and the rebel 
forces built earthworks and abattis, and the 
battle on Saturday, it was thought, would be 
severely opened by the rebels. 

Niw York, May 4, 8 30 A. M. 
The Tribune has just issued the following 
extra: 

"Our news by mail from the Rappahannock 
is up to Sunday morning. At that time our 
left wing was in possession of Fredericksburg 
and of the first line of redoubts on tbe hill be- 
hind 't, and was .feeling its way to the second 
line. The river was crossed and the redoubts 
carried witb great ease and very slight loss of 
life. The rebels bad marched away in tbe di- 
rection of Chancellorsville to attack our right 
wing there posted, leaving at first 10,000, but 
subsequently not more than from 5,000 to 7,000 
luen in tbetr works as was ascertained by a 
reconnoissanco from Lowe's balloon. 

"A great portion of our Falmouth batteries 
were engaged on Saturday with the rebel bat 
teries, firing across the river and in the city. 
The firing of both musketry and cannon on 
the right, in the direction ot Chancellorsville, 
was very heavy. The enemy had been forced 
to fight on ground of Hooker's own choosing, 
as he promised his soldiers. 

"It was believed in both wings that Stone- 
man's expedition to cut the railroad between 
the rebels and Richmond had proven success- 
ful, thus cutting off the only path of retreat. 

"So confident was Hooker at Falmouth of 
success that, in conformity with his orders, a 
force had already commeuccd to rebuild the 
bridge over the Rappahannock. 

"The troops are in tbe finest spirits and eve- 
rything looks propitious." 

St. Louis, May 4. 
Advices from Cape Girardeau say that the 
rebels under Marraadnko after having their rear 
assailed twice, and suffermga severe loss, final- 
ly escaped across White Water River, burning 
all the bridges behind them, disappearing by 
various roads in the direction of Chalk Bluffs 
on the Arknnsas line. The result of this raid to 
the enemy is repeated humiliating disas- 
ter and cowardly flight before greatly inferior 
numbers. 

New York, May 4. 
The Herald has an extra, giving dates to 11 
A. M. Sunday, stating that the rebel stores 
near Fredericksburg and Stoneman's Station 
have been burned, and gives rumors that our 
right captured sixteen pieces of artillery; that 
the Irish brigade took three rebel batteries; 
that our cavalry were tearing up the railroad 
track and destroying rebel property, and that 
we advanced one mile yesterday, and were 
still driving the rebels with great slaughter. 
At 11 A. M. heavy cannonading was heard on 
the right. 

New York, May 4. 

Tbe steamer Ronnoko from Havana on the 
29th has arrived. She says that a vessel had 
reached St. Jago, and reported that she was 
Epoken by the pirate Alabama on the 19th. 

Vera Cruz dates of the 17th state that up 
to that date Puebla had not been captured. 

ARRIVAL OK THE ETNA. 

Sandy Hook, May 4. 

The steamer Etna, from Liverpool ou the 
22d via Queenstown on the 23d, has arrived. 
The British Government has ordered the gun- 
boat Alexandria, built for the Confederates, to 
be detained at Liverpool. 

Admiral Wilkes' proceedings were causing 
increased irritation in England. 

It was reported that Napoleon became of- 
fended at the course of the Federal Govern- 
ment and would recall Mercier.

A num- 
ber of his friends visited Centerville from Ab- 
ingdon, for the purpose, as is alleged, of pun- 
ishing the sheriff. The latter's friends ral- 
lied, and got the better of the rioters, disper- 
sing them. Being afterward reinforced 
they made a second raid upon the town, shout- 
ing for Jeff Davis as they rode n. The Union 
people overpowered them, ami captured 27 
who are now in jail, for disturbing the peace] 
and for encamping with arms in their hands! 
The jail is strongly guarded to-night. A de- 
mand for troops was made upon Gen. Hascall, 
but he declined to send them, for good reasons.

WAsniNOTON, May 4.

The 1'osl master General has issued orders 
to discontinue the distributing offices at Co- 
lumbus and Toledo, Ohio, and Dubuque, Iowa. 

Helena, April 20, via Cairo, May 3. 

The General Commanding is actively en- 
gaged in completing the defences of the town. 

The statement that 15,000 negroes have been 
enlisted is erroneous. Up to this dale only one 
regiment has been organized, and that is not 
yet full. 

General Gorman has issued a circular, sug- 
gesting that soldiers plant vegetables for their 
own use, and enjoin3 the citizens to aid him in 
giving the town an appearance of neatness, 
order, and refinement. 

Fast day was observed by reviews and relig- 
ious exercises at Fort Curtis. 

Gen. Prentiss and staff returned yesterday 
from a visit to Gen. Grant. 

Rumors from below indicate nothing new, 
but favor tbe conclusion that Gen. Grant is 
hastening affairs to a crisis. 

Memphis, May 1, via Cairo, May 3. 
Yesterday afternoon, thirty armed rebels, 
disguised as Federals, flagged a wood train oi 
three or four cars on the Memphis and Charles- 
ton Railroad, four miles from Grand Junction. 
The trai.i stopped of course, the conduf tor 
supposing something was the matter with the 
track, and the guerillas ordered everybody to 
surrender. 

Seeing resistance, under the circumstances, 
useless, all were obliged to submit, but the en- 
gineer, who managed to detach the engine 
from the train, and putting on all steam, es- 
caped. The rebels burned the train, and took 
everything of any value that suited them. We 
have not learned the number of prisoners cap- 
tured, nor whether any stores were aboard. 

Intelligence is just received that Col. Grier- 
i ou's cavalry have been making important de- 
monstrations on the Mobile and Ohio railroad, 
in the direction of Meridian and Jackson, 
Mississippi. According to reports, he has torn 
up a considerable portion of the track, burned 
oue or two bridges, and destroyed a large 
amount of other rebel property. No particu- 
lars received. 

His operations have attracted the attention 
of the enemy. It is said Loring was only 
half an hour behind him. General Chalmers 
was after him, but he succeeded in evading 
his pursuer. 

The Lurainarv arrived this morning, from 
below. She brings no news. 

The military authorities this morning issued 
an order closing all houses of ill-fame in the 
district of Memphis, aud inflicting a penalty 
on steamboat captains who bring women of 
that character here from the North, and upon 
officers of the United Slates who are founa in 
any of these houses.

The efficiency of cavalry in this department 
is becoming more and more apparent. Scarce- 
ly a week passes that does not hare iu inci- 
dents of iuterest, and show the unexampled 
activity iu tbe front. The brilliant dasb of 
tbe 27th inst. ia one of tbe most successful. 
You have had the, outlines long ago. I hope 
to complete tbe picture, in order to show our 
relatives and friends that we are on the alert, 
and that the eriemie3 of a kind and beneficent 
government have no hours that they can call 
their own. About one o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the 2Vth inst. a force ot cavalry, under 
command of Ool. L>. D. Watkins, moved out 
on the Columbia pike. The following regi- 
ments "were represented: The 7th Ky., Major 
Vimoat; the 6th Ky., Lieut. Col. Uosser, as- 
sisted by .Major W. H. Fidler; the 4th Ky., 
"Lieut. Col. VVickliff Cooper; and Ueneral 
Granger s escort, in all about 400 men. Tbo3e 
wbo are acquainted with Col. Watkins know 
that, without being too hasty, he is sure to 
improve a good opportunity. An excel- 
lent ehance w»s offered on the morning We 
left l'ranklin. None, however, but a dashing 
officer could improve it. No slow "cavalier, 
witb unnecetBarily cautiousstep, need attempt 
to surprise a <t bosen regiment of rebel pickeu. 
It requires considerable dash and "come on 
boys" to scatter and overwhelm a Texas regi- 
ment, when, there are whole divisions within 
easy supporting distance. The Ut Texas le- 
gion, under command ol Lieut. Col. Brook9, 
was enoamped on the Carter's creek pike, 
eight miles from l'ranklin and only two from 
Van Horn's main force. After travelling for 
three hours through fields and forest and along 
unfrequented paths, just as light began to 
dawn we came in sight of the camp-fires, and 
when arriving near where we were informed 
their pickets were posted, we commenced the 
charge. It needed no peremptory order to 
urge us on with more rapidity. 

For our spirit, just called hack from dream. 
Leap exultant to tniuk.of the flight of the lo«, 
When we ride where his camp-lire gleams. 

The "halt" of tho pickets alarms or stops 
nobody. For scarcelj has word died from 
traitor-lips until wo fall on them like n fieroe- 
tiger upon his prey. Those that escaped ltd! 
tbe way to their ramp followed closely by the 
Utb Kentucky and t<cn. Granger's escort with 
drawn sabres, and the 4th and Gth Kentucky 
witb ready carbines. Two miles was a short 
distance, tor we dashed over fences and ditches, 
through forest and fields witb astonishing 
rapidity; soon we reached the pike, and soon, 
we turned the bend which brought us right 
upon the camp.

The long-restrained Kentucky yell found vent 
at last. But few of the rebels showed fight. 
One coward, after having surrendered to Lieut, 
Urye, of the 6th, who was with the ordnance, 
shot at the Lieutenant and started, to run. Br.t 
three leaden messengers from Drye's unecrj D g 
navy brought him to the ground. Ten atiiers 
paid the penalty of being traitors; th*» will 
"tell no tales." Some wty.e asleep. N» xloubt 
the greasy rebel was so'aewhat tulttnifhed as 
he emerged from his dirty blanketa to find 
"Lincoln steel' 1 d,r» *n over him. T'-ie scene 
was a ludicrous 'oue. Many of tbe 'Southern 
chivalry betook themselves to flight, barefoot- 
ed, upa rugg«r"i creek; others mouoted horses 
without uarj/.ies or blankets; many .sought tho 
nearest ep campment without hatsj, pants, or 
drawers. Their variegated colors streaming 
in the -air were calculated to cause a little 
langhfer. The rebel pickets afterwards in- 
forme d ours that V an Dorn had arrested Lieut. 
Col. Brooks and that he was being tried for 
allowing himeelf to be so disgracefully routed. 
He escaped in a manner not »ery creditable to 
himself. The rebel pickets aeemed delighted 
in relating tAie misfortunes of Van Dora's pets. 

Our sucevsa was complete. We killed and 
wounded r.ot le.-s than twenty. We captured 
one hunttred and twenty prisoners, including 
nine coop missioned officers, one hundred and 
forty borses and ninety-eight mules. We 
burnt eight army wagons, all their tents, and 
as wa afterward learned. $15,000 of quarter- 
master's funds. Not a siftgle man of ours re- 
ceived a scratch. Where do yon find a more 
com/ylete success? Our boys are highly 
elated. 

'. am happy to inform you that those traitors, 
io Kentucky who cry Peace" have no syml 
pathizers in this part of the army. We want 
no peace while there is an armed rebel against 
the Government, and we will wage a war of 
extermination rather than see our country 
dissevered, disunited. The principles that 
hang upon the issue of this war are too great 
to be slightly sacrificed. I speak the senti- 
ments at least of every man of our regiment 
when I call peace men of Kentucky traitors 
We claim them not as relatives or friends, 
matters not uuder what tille they sail| • 
scorn them for deserting us in the hou W » 
need.
